THE HOME LIFE OF QUBEN VICTORIA. 

In reading the work published by D. Appleton & Co., 

entitled “The Private Life of the Queen, by a Mem- 
ber of the Royal Household,” we have the uncomfortable 
sense of engaging in the unbecoming diversion of eaves- 
dropping. But as Carlyle tells us, the conversation of a 
Schiller with a Goethe might tempt Honesty itself into 
eavesdropping, and a similar temptation attends all that 
relates to the personal history of royal personages. That 
one so familiar with the interior economy of the royal 
palaces of England should write so freely of what goes 
on behind the veil, as this author does, would indicate 
that he or she had the royal warrant to gossip, and that 
the Queen is not unwilling that her loyal subjects should 
be admitted to her more intimate acquaintance. We are 
told here that she has a weakness for being photographed 
in every possible condition of her daily life. Sitting in 
her donkey chair, dandling the last new baby, chatting 
in her private sitting room among her daughters, work- 
ing at her writing table, or breakfasting in the open 
air, with the Battenberg family and her immediate at- 
tendants around her, the Queen’s photographer has al- 
ways to be sent for and ordered to “fix the picture!’ Her 
Majesty is eoually fond of being painted, and makes a 
perfect sitter, always being composed and patient and 
yet wearing a pleasing expression. Though her pictures, 
including statues and busts, are numbered by hundreds, 
the last new oil painting or the latest photograph is as 
eagerly anticipated and criticised as though the sight of 
the reproduction of her face was a novel experience. 
The Queen is equally fond, it appears, of having the 
articles in her possession photographed or painted, and 
she has a library of wonderful bound catalogues of these 
photos, each accompanied by the data concerning the 
article reproduced. 

Indeed, the instinct of accumulation seems to be strong 
in Her Majesty, and she has a collection of clothes which 
would form an interesting and accurate commentary upon 
the modes of the past sixty years. To these are added a 
large number of articles worn by the late Prince Consort 
and by Victoria’s mother, the Duchess of Kent. Her 
private papers and letters are carefully preserved and in 
various ways she shows that faculty for preserving and 
adding to what she has which has made her one of the 
richest of sovereigns. We have the authority of Sir Hen- 
ry Ponsonby for the statement that twelve years ago, in 
1885, the Queen's private purse did not exceed a million 
pounds. The growth of her fortune has been very rapid 
since then, for each year her expenditures have been 
curtailed and her savings increased. The Jubilee Year 
of 1887 was an exception, as then the most lavish enter- 
taining was indulged in, and immense sums were spent 
in all directions. 

The Queen’s salary, if we may so call it, or allowance 
from the public purse, amounts to nearly two millions of 
dollars a year—£385,000. Besides this, she has a splen- 
did income from the Duchy of Lancaster, which has been 
in the royal family since 1265, and the fortune left her 
in 1852 by that eccentric miser, John Camden Nield, has 
grown from £500,000 to £1,000,000. Prince Albert knew 
haw to save his pennies and left his Royal Consort £600,- 
000 when he died. Her real estate amounts to 37,372 acres

of our. readers un understand Italian, we do 


not translate the description. The few who are not 
favored with a knowledge of that beautiful lan- 
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of land, the forests of Balmoral, Ballochbine and Aber- 
geldie with their numerous fine deer being included in her 
possessions. She owns Clairmont, lands and houses at 
Coburg and one of the most magnificent villas at Baden, 
inherited from a princess of the house of Hohenlohe. 
The Queen has the finest collection in the world of minia- 
tures, medals, medallions and cameos, a million pounds 
worth of gold and silver plate, a valuable collection of 
jewels, and laces which would make the richest collec- 
tor of such trifles envious. 

There are royal perquisites, too, but they do not appear 
to be very valuable, though they include every sturgeon 
and the half of every whale caught on the coast of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and six magnificent shawls from 
Cashmere ranging in value from £100 to £250 each. The 
yearly perquisites of a table cloth, a white dove, a curry 
comb, a white hare, a knife, a night cap, scarlet stock- 
ings, and crossbows are no longer exacted, though the 
tailors holding an appointment from the Queen still sol- 
emnly present her with a silver needle each year. 

In short, the good Queen will leave a very tidy bit of 
money to her family when she dies. No one will know 
what she does with it, for royal wills are never pro- 
bated. The Duke of Connaught will need his share, for 
he is not rich, and so will the Duke of Albany and the 
Princess Christian for the same reason. The Prince of 
Wales as King will be provided for out of the public 
purse. 

Her Majesty has a house for each day in the week, 
if she chooses to occupy it. These are Buckingham pal- 
ace, Windsor, Osborne, Balmoral, Clairmont, Ahergeldie 
Castle and Mause, Frogmore and others within her own 
dominions, besides the houses at Coburg and the villa at 
Baden. She is an excellent housekeeper and gives close 
personal attention to the internal economy of her vari- 
ous establishments, retaining absolute remembrance and 
knowledge of every “article, however insignificant or in 
whatever department,” which has ever entered into her 
life. Each article appertaining to her household, includ- 
ing linen, blankets, bedding, carpets and furniture is 
numbered, catalogued and continually checked and re- 
ported on. 

Including the public property, the Queen has plate 
worth over £3,000,000 and most of it is removed to and 
from London at least four times in the-year on the oc- 
easion of State parties at Buckingham palace. It is 
moved by the Queen’s servants without police or military 
escort, the only precaution taken being to have it moved 
in broad daylight, at a time when all the world is out 
and about. 

Her Majesty practically orders all the meals served 
to her, and although she has a great variety of china, 
some of it quaint and much of it of great value and mar- 
vellous beauty, her meals are usually served upon solid 
gold and silver. She has magnificent old cut glass 
which is used only on state occasions. Unlike most of 
the Guelphs, the Queen is a small eater and her food is 
of the simplest description, tea ranking high in the royal 
favor. Scotch whisky is her favorite drink with her 
meals, and she seldom touches any of the rare vintages 
stored in the immense wine cellars of Windsor. Her tol- 
erance on the subject of drinking is Mlustrated by an 
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anecdote told of her while on a cruise upon the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert. Sitting one morning on 
deck, plaiting straw for bonnets, then the most fash- 
ionable form of work, the Queen noticed a commotion 
among the sailors, who gathered in knots and seemed 
much perturbed. Asking the cause of the disturbance. 
she was answered: “Your Majesty is sitting in front of 
the door of the place where the grog is kept, and the 
men cannot get at their drink.” The Queen laughed and 
consented to move on condition that some grog was 
brought to her. Tasting it, she said: “The grog would 
be much better if it were stronger.” 

Her Majesty, who always gets through a couple of 
hours’ work after dinner, invariably takes a “nightcap” 
before settling down for the night. Her pastimes are 
ecards with small stakes, games of “Patience,” chess 
and tennis, of which last game she is a keen critic, al- 
though she takes no part in it. She delights in feats of 
daring and fine riding, such as were presented by Butf- 
falo Bill below the East Terrace on one oceasion at Wind- 
sor. 

Her majesty has pardonable pride in her numerous de- 
scendants, and takes great delight in the newest babr 
whose likeness she wears in a bracelet until the reigning 
favorite is displaced by a new-comer. She is a singularly 
good talker; is well read in history, biography and fiction, 
speaks five languages fluently besides being a very fair 
Latin and Hindostanee scholar; reads music—even the 
most difficult—with ease and accuracy, and in her young- 
er days played with spirit and excellent taste and sang 
quite delightfully. She is one of the few who ever un- 
derstood the marvelously intricate score of Spohr’s “Crea- 
tion of Sound.” Her thoughtful study and steady prac- 
tice of classical music were developed during the life of 
the Prince Consort, who was a musician of a very high 
order, an excellent singer and composer and a magnifi- 
cent organist. Her Majesty sketches well and never 
goes out without her sketch book. She once had the repu- 
tation of being the best dancer in her kingdom and still 
enjoys arranging fancy balls and dances for the young 
people about her. 

Though a cat may look at a King, Her Majesty’s ser- 
vants have the strictest possible orders never to look «¢ 
their sovereign; any servant found infringing this y* 
is severely reprimanded. The Queen spends as much of 
her life as possible out of doors, is very fond of riding 
and driving, having 120 horses in the royal mews 4° 
Buckingham and 80 at Windsor, hired horses being added 
during the visiting season. The royal horses are sp- 
cially trained to bear with equanimity every possible 
sound, including firing and military music. Before avy 
great public ceremonial, the horses to be used in the pro- 
cession are walked through a howling and applaudiug 
crowd of grooms, helpers and stable boys. Most of the 
attempts on Victoria’s life having been made when s)i¢ 
was driving or leaving her carriage, she formerly mae 
a practice of driving at full speed, but of late years this 
has been abandoned. She has a great love of horses, “* 
perfect adoration” for dogs and an intense antipathy ‘° 
cats. She takes the liveliest interest in the magnificen' 
animals bred on her estates and in the fine birds in her 
aviaries. Her various relaxations are a necessary re 
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jjef from the constant strain of work which her position 
entails upon her. “Never for one hour, either for rea- 
sons of sickness of pleasure, sorrow or indolence, has the 
Queen failed to face and carry through the overwhelming 
duties of her worker's life and this, too, at a period when 
she was bearing and bringing up a large family of chil- 
dren.” 

Such is the private life of the Queen and Empress as 
described by a member of her household. If some of our 
quotations seem trivial, it is to be remembered that it 
is the habit of the world to be interested in the most in- 
significant details of the life of those who sit in its high 
places. This volume shows that exalted position has its 
trials as well as its felicities; among them is the diffi 
culty of maintaining close personal relations with inti- 
mates. The human craving for sympathy has, however, 
found some opportunity for expression in the Queen’s 
friendship with the Empress Eugenie, her familiar chats 
over “a dish of tea” with the Duchess of Buccleugh and 
her tolerance of the familiarities and blunt methods of 
John Brown. The story of her as a little girl “starving 
for human sympathy” is pathetic. To her own children, 
she has always been the tender mother, though her fond- 
ness never degenerated into weak indulgence. Her sons 
had more than their share of corporal punishment from 
the hands of their father, and on one occasion, the Queen 
herself, for some act of disobedience, picked up the Prince 
of Wales, and “reproved” him before the assembled com- 


pany. 





NORTH ATLANTIC SQUADRON MANEUVERS. 


Acting Secretary Roosevelt has issued instructions to 
Rear Admiral Sicard, commanding the North Atlantic 
Squadron, which will govern the maneuvers of the 
squadron during the summer cruise. The programme is 
intended to develop the merits and defects of the ves- 
sels that the Department may be able to prepare in ad- 
yance for emergencies likely to occur in actual service 
under modern conditions of battle. Following is the 
text of Admiral Sicard’s instructions: 

1. Reports have been received at the Department, from 
time to time, from officers concerned, which show that 
the battleships of the Indiana and class embody many de- 
vices which practical experience has shown to be imper- 
fect and unsatisfactory, particularly as to the methods of 
stowing and handling ammunition, in training and firing 
the battery, and the methods of supplying and controlling 
the power used for these purposes. 

2. The Department desires that the battleships be em- 
ployed upon such experimental work as will develop their 
capabilities by a practical study of the appliances now 
installed on board of them, and of securing improvement 
where they are manifestly imperfect. 

3. It is also important to develop, both for brown pow- 
der and for smokeless powder, tactics of firing, which 
shall leave the view of the enemy as unobstructed as pos- 
sible, while, at the same time, the highest ballistic power 
of the battery shall be developed, and, in this connection, 
the disposition on board ship of the guns of the battery 
and the position of the ship or squadron with reference 
to the enemy which will best bring into action the max- 
imum offensive power, at the same time, securing as 
many other advantages over the enemy as the case will 
permit. These and other similar questions can best be 
determined by actual practice with the vessels at 
sea. The questions that naturally lead to tactics can 
best be studied by the co-operation of at least two ships. 

4. The points here suggested are only some of those 
which would naturally suggest themselves, but the De- 
partment expects that you will devise and carry out 
such other ideas as, in your judgment, will best ob- 
tain the information herein outlined, and it is desired 
that you will proceed to carry this policy into effect, at 
such time as the services of the battleships Massachu- 
setts, Indiana and Iowa may be available. 

5. It is desirable that ample time be given for this 
practical study, and the commanding officers be given as 
much freedom in regard to the operations as practicable. 

6. It is suggested that, in carrying out these opera- 
tions, the battleships cruise between Hampton Roads, 
Va., and Portland, Me., habitually coaling at Newport 
News, Va., and the commanding officers instructed to 
run into port, anchor, and otherwise maneuver their ves- 
sels, as, in their judgment, may be most desirable. 

7. The Department desires to be kept informed of such 
plans-as you may develop in connection with this sub- 


ject. 


THB TORPEDO FLOTILLA. 


Lieut. W. W. Kimball, who will command the new 
torpedo boat flotilla, and who is now on duty at the 
Columbian Iron Works, in connection with the torpedo 
hoats building there, has received his instructions re- 
garding the movements and maneuvers of the flotilla 
after its organization in October. Following is the text 
of the instructions, issued from the Navy Department, 
under date of Aug. 14, 1897: 

It is the intention of the Department that the At- 
iantie flotilla shall at first consist of six boats, viz., the 
Rodgers, Porter, Ericsson, Cushing, Foote and Dupont, 
and that these boats shall be fitted out, ready for cruis- 
ing in flotilla and rendezvoused at New York by the Ist 
of October next. As soon as the flotilla is organized, it 
will move south along the coast, looking in at such ports 
as may be designated by the Department, or may be se- 
lected by Lieut. Kimball for visit, and will work around 
into the Gulf of Mexico, and as far west as Galveston, 
Tex. The flotilla must be ready to ascend the Missis- 





sippi above New Orleans, on a good stage of water, as 
early as possible in March or April, 1898, and without 





ceed to Hampten Roads, Va. . as tP . 

Within the above limits of time and place Lieut. Kim- 
ball is given full discretion as to the employment ofthe 
flotilla, and will be held strictly responsible for the value 
of the results of the cruise. 

He is informed that the cruise of the flotilla, as out- 
lined above, is considered necessary, in order to deter- 
mine, or to aid in, determining, the practical value of 
torpedo boats in extended operations along our coasts; 
the types of torpedo boats best fitted for the needs of 
this country; the most effective way to work different 
types of boats together; the quickest way to make the 
personnel effective; and the value of torpedo boat ser- 
vice for training in piloting and scouting. 

To accomplish these results, he will use due diligence 
in drilling in such formations as service conditions would 
require; in keeping the individual boats in the best pos- 
sible state of efficiency; in maintaining among men and 
officers a lively interest in their work; in devising and 
earrying out such maneuvers as will best demonstrate 
problematic matters upon which information is needed; 
and in keeping the Department fully informed as to all 
movements, drills, maneuvers and exercises of the flo- 
tilla with the reasons for and the results of them upon 
both men and material. 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt has directed Lieut. Albert 
Gleaves, commanding the Cushing, in order that she 
may be gotten ready for cruising in flotilla, to devote as 
much time as possible to exercising and training his com- 
mand in first, the maneuvering the vessel, and second in 
torpedo practice. Similar instructions have been issued 
to the commanding officers of the Ericsson, Parter and 
Foote.

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“The Civil and Military Gazette,” of Lahore, India, 
ascribes the difficulties in that country in part to the 
treatment of native officials. It says: “For a long series 
of years the civilians of Bengal have lived in awe of the 
native press. They are surrounded by people on the 
lookout for the smallest slip or indiscretion, which they 
know will be carried into the Calcutta native papers, 
published with all the embellishments of which it is ca- 
pable, and harped upon a ‘scandal’ or ‘outrage’ until 
there comes a demand for explanations from the gov- 
ernment. And woe to the man who cannot justify all 
that he has done by the letter of the law. No matter 
what the subject may be, the summary punishment of 
riotous agrarian quarrel, a stumble against a native 
magnate, the ejection of some impudent schoolboys from 
the academic premises, an order about closing a ditch, a 
cut on the back with a riding switch to a negligent chap- 
rassi, where a tersildar would have given the man a 
sound beating—the Bengal official knows that he is in 
for it. If he can justify himself at every step, the most 
that he can expect will be an acquittal from government 
in the ‘not guilty, but don’t let it occur again’ style. If 
he has tripped anywhere, a long and unsparing resolution 
in the ‘Gazette,’ and a transfer to some swamp in East- 
ern Bengal. Things have indeed improved somewhat 
since Sir Charles Elliott endeavored to set his face 
against this sort of thing. But the harm that was done 
by a Lieutenant Governor like one of his predecessors 
will live long. It has become a sort of tradition that the 
government of the Lower Provinces is always ready to 
give its officers up to the mob, and this feeling cannot 
be dispelled in a moment, nor can it subsist without un- 
dermining the moral nerve of the executive. Whatever 
else he may be, Lord Elgin is not a strong man, as he 
has shown time and again since he took up the reins of 
office in this country, and with such a man at the head 
of the government no subordinate can be expected to 
accept a dangerous responsibility on his own initiative, 
uncertain as he must be whether he will be afterward 
supported or disowned. But there is more in the case 
than the weakness of an individual, there is also the 
weakness of a department. It is nothing short of a pub- 
lic scandal, that in a country held by the sword, as In- 
dia is, the department upon which we rely to keep us 
in touch with the criminal and disorderly elements in 
the population should be notoriously the worst paid and 
most incompetent of all.” 

A writer in the “Saturday Review” says: “It is a 
melancholy fact that India is now practically in the 
hands of the lawyers, the money lenders, the middlemen 
and the police. It is, therefore, the custom of planters 
and well-to-do zemindars to pay regularly the subordi- 
nate members of the police force, so as to escape perse- 
cution in the numerous petty cases which are constantly 
cropping up on their estates.” 
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The Navy Department has made an announcement 
that naval militia organizations to which Navy ships 
are loaned must keep these ships in good repair, other- 
wise the Department will be compelled to revoke the 
permission for the use of ships and again return them 
to its service. The announcement is the result of a re- 
port received from Naval Constructor W. J. Baxter, who 
examined the monitor Comanche, loaned to the Califor- 
nia naval militia, while the ship was in dry dock last 
month. Naval Constructor Baxter states that the floors 
and frame within the machinery space of the vessel, 
which were found seriously crowded when the vessel 
was inspected two years ago, could not be examined 
owing to the presence of a large amount of bilge water 
having a bad odor. The Department has notified the 
naval battalions of New Jersey, North Carolina and 
Georgia, who have called attention to needed repairs 
on the Ajax, Nantucket and Passaic, respectively, that 
they will required to take care of these vessels at their 


own expense. 








Acting Secretary Roosevelt on Monday appointed a 
board, consisting of Commodore F. M. Bunce, Comman- 
der F. B. Chadwick and Assistant Naval Constructor 
R. B. Dashiell, to investigate the condition of the docks 


‘of the country. They are under instructions to submit a 


report before Sept. 15. It is.considered probable that 
the board will make a recommendation in favor of float- 
ing docks, one to be built at New York, possibly an- 
other at Boston, and one at Newport News, Va. At 
least a majority of the board are opposed to the building 
of any more timber docks. Its decision rests, therefore, 
between stone, concrete and floating docks. Floating 
docks are favored on account of cheapness, the ease with 
which they accommodate a disabled vessel, and their 
availability for employment on the Atlantic coast. ‘The 
cost of a floating dock would probably not exceed $500,- 
000. It would be built of square, box-like structures, 
with sides of steel, and when these boxes become foul 
they can be placed in other sections and cleaned. A stone 
dock may be recommended for the Gulf coast. 


The Chicago drainage canal, which will be completed 
early in 1898, with the accompanying improvement of 
the Des Plaines and Illinois Rivers will open a channel 
fourteen feet in depth and 289 miles in length from Chi- 
cego to the Mississippi River. The canal itself has a 
minimum top width in rock cut of 162 feet, a depth of 
22 feet and a maximum current of two miles an hour. 
It will cost $29,000,000, and $20,000,000 are required for 
the improvement of the two rivers. All the sewage of 
Chicago will be turned into this new channel, and in 
order that it may be less offensive, it is to be diluted 
with a minimum of about 16 times its volume of pure 
fresh lake water, which, together with purification by 
bacterial and aération influences, and its diffusion with 
the volume of the Mississippi, 135 times as great, it is 
hoped, will make it harmless and inoffensive on its 1,600 
miles course to the Gulf of Mexico. The canal will be 
available for ship navigation, and Chicago expects to 
derive from it a possible revenue from the traffic of more 
than 20,000,000 tons of annual shipments on the lakes 
which would thus be connected with the commerce of 
25,000,000 people who live in the Mississippi Valley and 
along its 15,000 miles of navigable tributaries. 








The steamship China, of the Pacific Mail Company, 
sailed from San Francisco this week, carrying the Ha- 
waiian flag. Several of the vessels of this company en- 
gaged in trade with China and Japan, are of British 
build, and of course carry the English flag. Shortly after 
the passage of the act under which American register 
was given to the steamships New York and Paris, of the 
International Line, an effort was made by the Pacific 
Mail 8. S. Co., to secure American registry for their for- 
eign-built ships, but the effort was not successful, for the 
reason that the Pacific Mail Company was not willing to 
comply with all the conditions under which registry was 
given to the New York and Paris. The transfer at this 
time of the Pacific Mail Company’s vessels to the Ha- 
waiian flag is an indication that the company is hopeful 
that annexation will be accomplished at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress, and that by the act of annexation they 
will secure American registry and the American flag for 
their foreign-built ships. It is thought that other own- 
ers of foreign-built vessels nay follow the example of the 
Pacific Mail Company and place their vessels under the 
Hawaiian flag with the expectation of speedily securing 
American registry. “Peace hath her victories no less re- 
nowned than war.” Witness the way the Indiana has 
eaptured Halifax. 
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The New York “Herald” says: The match races for 
the Seawanhaka International Challenge Cup will be 
sailed on Lake St. Louis, Canada, during the week com- 
mencing Aug. 15. The Canadians last year captured the 
cup with the fifteen-footer Glencairn, which easily de- 
feated the American representative El Heire. This year 
the contest will be between twenty-footers. In the trial 
races at Oyster Bay, to select an American yacht to 
undertake the recapture of the cup, the Momo conclusive- 
ly proved her superiority over her eight competitors. She 
was designed and sailed by Clinton H. Crane, the de- 
signer of BE) Heire. She is 29 feet 6 inches over all, 17 
feet 6 inches on the water line, and 8 feet 6 inches beam, 
the hull alone drawing five inches of water. It will thus 
be seen that she is a “skimming dish” of the extreme 
type. She is canvased closed to the limit, having a sail 
area of nearly five hundred square feet. She has a mod- 
erate freeboard and sheer, a flat floor and a good flare to 
the side, and afloat presents a handsome appearance, be- 
ing much less of a “freak’’ than her competitors of the 
“barn-door type.” She carries a short bowsprit, and 
is rigged with a gaff mainsail. Her cockpit is six feet 
long and three feet wide, shoal and water tight. The 
centerboard is a large plate of Tobin bronze weighing 
about 230 pounds. Momo is the Japanese for “peach.” 
For that reason it has been suggested that she ought to 
be called the Chauncey M. Depew. The boat that came 
nearest to equalling the Momo was the Alanka (Arabic 
for bird), also designed by Mr. Crane, before he turned 
out the Momo. The boat that has been selected by the 
Canadians is the Glencairn II., designed and sailed by 
George Herrick Duggan. In the Canadian trial races she 
proved as decisively superior to her competitors as did the 
Momo here. She is the best of six boats which Mr. Dug- 
gan built to compete for cup defender honors. She is also 
of the shallow, broad beamed centerboard type and car- 
ries as much sail as the rules allow. The race was run on. 
the date specified and the telegraph brings the melanchol- 
ly news that the American boat was beaten.

The Ordnance Department of the Army on Tuesday 
awarded a contract for building five disappearing 12-inca 
gun carriages to the Bethlehem Iron Company, of Beth- 
lehem, Pa., at $28,560. These carriages are to be set 
on a swivel for all-round firing. 


The post canteen system now in vogue in the Army is 
to be tested in the Marine Corps, and orders have been 
issued establishing an experimental post exchange at the 
Marine Barracks connected with the Naval Training Sta- 
tion at Newport, R. I. It will have a six months’ trial 
and then a report is to be made to the Secretary of the 
Navy upon the practicability of the continuance and ex- 
tension of the system.

He may advise with the Admiral as 
to the maneuvers he would like to have the squadron per- 
form, but he will not otherwise “take charge of the 
squadron,” or, “direct its maneuvers.”

ness, took place on Thursday from his late residence in 
Washington. The remains were interred at Arlington 
National Cemetery, with military honors, the funeral 
cortege being escorted by two troops of the 6th Cavalry, 
stationed at Fort Myer. Among the pallbearers were 
Col. James A. Bates, U. S. A., A. WF Capt. Willian 
Fletcher, U, 8S. A., retired; Maj. George W. Baird, U. 8S. 
A., and Maj. J. C. Muhlenberg, U. S. A. General 
Swaim’s grave is located near the graves of General 
Sheridan, Secretary Gresham and Surgeon General Bax- 
ter.

It is reported from Quebee that the Dominion is sig- 
nalizing the year of the diamond jubilee by enormous 
importations of munitions of war that are creating any 
amount of quiet conjecture and comment here. While 
we are arming our militia with the rejected Springfield 
Canada is giving her troops the Lee-Enfield in place of 
the Snyder, Forty thousand of these have arrived, 
ready to arm the whole militia force, together with a 
quantity of .803 ammunition, ordered from England be- 
fore the authorities of the Quebec Cartridge Factory 
had altered its machinery to enable it to make such am- 
munition, Six batteries of 12-pounders are ready for 
issue with an ample supply of ammunition; there are 
also a number of Maxim-Nordenfelt guns. Almost every 
steamer brings new military supplies to Canada. : 
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Brigadier General J. M. Wilson, Chief of Engineers 
of the Army, has issued a circular giving instructions to 
the officers of the corps regarding the employment of 
men on public works under the civil service regulations. 
Provision is made for the selection of temporary em- 
ployés for positions where there are no eligibles or in case 
persons on the eligible list do not possess the requisite 
qualifications. Civil service local boards have been es- 
tablished in each engineer district. One of the largest 
classes of employés who require peculiar qualifications 
for the work are junior engineers, which grade includes 
inspectors, sub-inspectors, overseers, sub-overseers, sur- 
veyors, hydrographers, topographers, transitories, level- 
men, sextant observers, computers, rodmen and record- 
ers.  Employés occupying any of the junior engineer 
positions in the classified service, for which educational 
tests are required, are eligible for assignment to clerical 
grades without examination, subject to the approval of 
the Chief of Engineers. 








Officers of the Quartermaster’s Department complain 
that the frequent suggestions o* changes in uniform and 
equipments for the Army are a source of great annoyance 
and concern to the Department, and to the Army. It is 
authoritatively stated that no changes whatever in uni- 
forms are at present contemplated. The approved sam- 
ples of new light weight shoes for the Army are nearly 
ready for distribution, and it is expected that about 
1,400 pairs will shortly be issued to eight or nine of the 
most important posts. Fort Myer and Washington Bar- 
racks will receive some of the new shoes that the officers 
of the Department may decide for themselves as to the 
satisfaction the shoes give, by personal observation 
at the posts in the vicinity of Washington. About 70.- 
000 pairs ef the shoes now in use are at present on hand 
and these will continue to be issued to the Army, and if 
they are preferred to the new shoes by a sufficient num- 
ber of troops, they will still be manufactured. as well 
as the new type. ,

Few people comprehend the multifarious operations of 
the United States Treasury. We credit it with the su- 
pervision of the mints, and the printing and engraving 
of paper money, stamps, and bonds, but, perhaps, do not 
realize that it has under its control a fleet of ninety-seven 
vessels, or nearly as many as are in the commission of 
the United States Navy. These are re not only 
in collecting the customs, but in patrolling the coast, 
furnishing supplies to light houses and light ships, rescu- 
ing vessels in distress, enforcing the revenue and navi- 
gation laws, as well as being engaged in the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and in the service of the marine hos- 
vitals. Still other duties fall within the scope of this 
yusy department, all of which are described in a most 
interesting article in ““Harper’s Round Table” of Aug. 
24, by ex-Secretary of the Treasury Charles H. Ham- 
iin. In the same number is a paper on “Boating in Eng- 
lish Public Schools,”” by John Corbin; another of Miss 
Sophie Swett’s excellent stories concerning “Little Por- 
tergee”’; an incident of the War of 1812, by J. D. Find- 
lay; besides the continuation of the serial and many other 
interesting features. 





It is to be hoped that Congress will recognize the ne- 
cessity of increasing the commissioned force and the en- 


listed force of the Navy during the next session. The 
lack of available officers compelled Acting Secretary 


Roosevelt a few days ago to appoint two enlisted men 
as mates in the Navy. They were Chief Gunner's Mate 
Johnson, of the Helena, and Albert Benzon, on duty on 
the Constellation. These appointments are the first made 
since 1870. The commissioning of a large number of ves- 
sels lately completed and the retention of a large number 
of ships in commission have necessitated the ordering 
and keeping at sea of a large number of officers. The 
Department is continually receiving requests from com- 
manding officers and commandants of Navy Yards for 
additional officers, but in many cases there is nobody 
available. ‘The amount of shore duty now being allowed 
Lieutenants, Lieutenants Junior Grade and Ensigns has 
been very greatly reduced, yet officers cannot be found 
for duty which must be performed. It is for this rea- 
son that Acting Secretary Roosevelt appointed two 
mates, and they will be ordered to execute work which 
has heretofore been done by commissioned officers. 





Gossip is already in circulation in naval circles as to 
the flag officers who will succeed Rear Admiral T. O. 
Selfridge as Commander-in-Chief of the European Squad- 
ron, and Rear Admiral F. V. McNair as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Asiatic Squadron. Two applications are on 
file at the Navy Department from officers of command 
and rank who want to fly their flags. They are Commo- 
dore J. A. Howell and Commodore George Dewey. Rear 
Admiral E. O. Matthews, Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, is also desirous of proceeding to sea if cir- 
cumstances will permit such a course, and when the 
tours of Rear Admirals Selfridge and McNair expire he 
will seriously consider the advisability of his going to 
sea. It is generally expected that he will decide to re- 
main in his present position of chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks. In this event it is expected that Com- 
modore Howell will succeed Rear Admiral Selfridge as 
Commander-in-Chief of the European Squadron. Rear 
Admiral Selfridge will be seed to retain his present 
office until the first of the new year, when he will be 
ordered to the United States to await retirement. Rear 
Admiral McNair’s two years’ tour expires in December, 
und he will probably be relieved about that time. The 
authorities are desirous of having Commodore Dewey 
succeed Rear Admiral McNair, and it is expected that 
orders to this effect will ultimately be announced.

_ We see it stated that J. H. Carpenter, formerly of the 
Carpenter Steel Works, announces his willingness to fur- 
nish the Government with armor plate at $150 a ton. 
We have not the least doubt that Mr. Carpenter will 
agree to furnish armor plate even for a less price, if the 
Government will pay him a salary for doing so. The 
dispatch from Reading, Pa., making this announcement, 
says: “Originally Mr. Carpenter’s plans were to organ- 
ize and equip the works himself, but now he concludes 
to give the option to the Government. (This is much too 
generous). f it is declined, he says, he will organize 
his own company and sell the armor plate at $150 per 
ton, allowing $50 for profit and contingencies. The 
board has written him that it will be ready to consider 
his proposals in a few days.” Why should Mr. Carpen- 
ter’s alternative be considered? Let him go on and or- 
ganize his company. We presume that the present stock- 
holders of the Carpenter Steel Company, who are famil- 
iar with Mr. Carpenter’s ways, would quarrel with each 
other for the privilege of taking his stock at a premium. 
The truth is, this contest over the price of armor orig- 
inates in trade jealousies and hostilities. The Illinois 
Steel Company tried their little bluff, but they did not 
succeed with it. If Mr. Carpenter, or any one else, wil! 
contract to furnish armor plate of equal quality, under 
like conditions and with equal promptitude, at a less price 
than has been paid, by all means let them have the con- 
tract. There should be no monopoly in armor plate. Of all 
things, the Government should not undertake to make 
its own plate. To attempt to do so will increase the 
cost of plate to $1,000 a ton, and the establishment of 
an armor plate factory will result in increasing the de- 
moralization of the service, which results from turning 
military men into mechanics and clerks. It is a wise 
policy to discourage any scheme which encourages of- 
ficers of the Navy and Army to depend upon unmilitary 
pursuits for their rewards. Nothing will tend so muc 
to make the Navy unpopular, and deservedly so, as the 
interference by Navy officers in trade competitions,

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RECENT DEATHS. 


_U. 8, Senator J. Z. George, who died Aug. 14 at_Mis- 
sissippi City, Miss., was a veteran of the Mexican War, 
serving as a private in the Mississippi Rifle Volunteers, 
commanded by Col. Jefferson C. Davis. 

Samuel Chester Reid, who died Aug. 14 in Washing- 
ton, D. C., was a son of Capt. S. C. Reid, who com- 
manded the privateer General Armstrong, destroyed by 
the British fleet in the harbor of Fayal in 1814, during 
the war with Great Britain. A sword was voted Capt. 
Reid for the part he took in it. The result of this fight 
so crippled the British fleet that their departure for 
New Orleans was delayed to refit, and the reinforcements 
intended for Gen. Pakenham did not reach New Orleans 
until after Pakenham’s defeat by Gen. Jackson. The 
claim for the loss of the Armstrong and for services ren- 
dered has been persistently pressed by the son, and a 
portion of it was appropriated for by the last Congress, 
though it was not paid over to Mr. Reid by the Treasury 
officials, owing to the lack of proof. The deceased served 
gallantry during the Mexican War in the Texas Rangers. 

Brig. Gen. David Gaskill Swaim, U. 8. A., retired, who 
died Aug. 17, at Washington, D. C., of Bright’s disease, 
went to the front in 1861, as an officer of Ohio Infan- 
try, was appointed Assistant Adjutant General of Volun- 
teers in 1862 and received brevets of 1st Lieutenant to 
Colonel for gallant and meritorious services during the 
war. He was mustered out Sept. 15, 1866, having a 
few months before been appointed 2d Lieutenant, 34th 
U. 8S. Infantry. In 1869, he was appointed Major and 
Judge Advocate and in 1881 was appointed by President 
Garfield Judge Advocate General of the Army, with the 
rank of Brigadier General. In the latter part of 1884, he 
was tried by general court martial for certain financial 
irregularities, and sentenced to be suspended from rank 
and duty for 12 years and to forfeit one-half his monthly 
pay every month for 12 years. (G. C. M. O. 19, A. G. O., 
‘eb. 24, 1885.) He afterwards sued in the Court of 
Claims to recover his full pay, the court deciding that 
the evidence showed no offence, but that the Court of 
Claims had not jurisdiction to review court martial pro- 
ceedings. The case went to the Supreme Court on appeal 
and was decided adversely. In the latter part of ‘ 
President Cleveland remitted the unexecuted portion 
of the sentence, and at his own request he was retired 
on Dec. 22, of that year, his 62d birthday. He leaves a 
widow and one married daughter. 

Mrs. Julia N. Tyndale, widow of Gen. Hector Tyndale. 
died at her residence in Philadelphia, Aug. 11. Mrs. 
Tyndale was the chief promoter of the great sanitary 
fair held in Logan square in Philadelphia in 1863 in aid 
of the soldiers. She was with her husband at Harper's 
Ferry, and ministered to the wounded and dying on the 
field. Gen. Tyndale, who died in 1880, was a general of- 
ficer of Volunteers. 

General William Adams Olmsted, who served with dis- 
tinction during the war as an officer of New York Volun- 
teers, and as officer of the regular Army from 1866 to 
1869, when he resigned, is, according to a Laporte (Ind.) 
dispatch, preparing himself to enter the Roman Catholic 
priesthood. He is 60 years old. 

Edward Dillon, who died Aug. 11, at Lexington, Va., 
served as 2d Lieutenant of the 6th U. 8S. Infantry from 
1857 to 1861, was then dropped and joined the Confed- 
erate Army, being appointed Colonel of the 47th Missis- 
sippi Volunteers. 

Col. James R. Haskell, who died at Passaic, N. J., Aug. 
15, was the inventor of the Lyman-Haskell multi-charge 

un, adopted by the U. S. Government, but never used. 
Mir. Haskell spent nearly all of his life in perfecting his 
invention and promoting its interests. A short time ago 
his mind gave way and he became physically feeble also. 

After a brief illness Mrs. Caroline Fry, widow of Gen. 
James B. Fry, U. 8S. A., died at the Case Cottage, on 
Kay street, in Newport, R. 1. on the night of Aug. 16. 
Mrs. Fry was taken sick Aug. 12 after a ride around the 
Ocean drive. The remains were taken to Philadelphia, 
Pa., for interment. 

Gen. William Ward, a brave officer of New Jersey Vol- 
unteers, during the war, died Aug. 18 at Newark, N. J. 
At the second battle of Bull Run he was wounded five 
times. Two balls passed through his right~leg, two 
through his left arm, and another through his nose. He 
was carried from the field as a dying man, but came out 
of the hospital with the loss of his arm, a slightly dis- 
figured nose, and two wounds in his leg, which never 
healed and caused him to limp slightly through life. Sev- 
eral years ago he was appointed a Brigadier General 
of the New Jersey National Guard.

Duncan was suddenly seized with cramps and his face 
turned to a bluish hue. Hall and Lippincott swam to his 
aid, but had difficulty in keeping up his heavy body. He 
finally told them to save themselves and realizing his 
danger called out to them to tell his comrades ‘there 
would be one less at the mess to-night.’ 

Before relief could reach him, he sank before his friends 
along the bank of Lake Michigan. As it was below the 
residence of Col. Hall in the bluff and Mrs. Hall and her 
sister were witnesses to the sad scene, they were great- 
ly shocked by the sad accident. Col. Hall was greatly 
distressed at the sad occurrence, being an admirer of 
Lieut. Duncan, who was, he said, ‘one of the strong- 
est officers physically at the st.’ Universal sorrow 
was everywhere felt at the sad accident.”

A dispatch from Atlanta, Ga., says: General J. G. 
Longstreet is engaged to be married to Miss Ellen 
Dortch, the assistant State librarian. They have both 
been summering at Lithia Springs, a resort not far from 
Atlanta. He is 76 and she is 22, but Gen. Longstreet 
does not appear to be over 50, being well preserved and 
of fine military bearing. The love affair seems to have 
renewed his youth, and when questioned concerhing its 
success, a blush mounted into his swarthy cheeks, and 
with a twinkle in his eye and an embarrassed stammer 
in his voice, he denied the rumor. Miss Dortch did the 
same, but it is the general belief here and at the Springs 
that a betrothal exists and that it is only a matter of 
a few months before the General will lead Miss Dortch 
to the altar. All the same both parties emphatically 
deny the story which may perhaps be intended for a joke. 

An English correspondent in Cuba has discovered an 
interesting case among the hordes of prisoners held by 
the Spanish authorities in the loathsome dungeons of 
the Cabanas Fortress, Havana. Count Victor Hmanuel 
Dirizia, Staff Captain in the Italian Army, who served 
with his father, the well-known General Dirizia, in the 


disastrous Abyssinian campaign, went_as special corre- , 


spondent for “Il Corriere,” of Rome. He was captured 
at Erzeroum by the Turks and taken a prisoner to Con- 
stantinople, where he was ultimately freed. Obtaining 
further leave of absence he turned his attention to Cuba, 
and when on the point of embarkation at Barcelona he 
made the acquaintance of Jose Vives, a young conscript. 
As a journalistic venture, hoping to gain extra facilities 
for seeing the war, he took the conscript’s place. Through 
the ill-organized trooping arrangements of the Spanish 
army he was not discovered for some time, and did duty 
on the Trocha until Gomez drew near. The opportun- 
ity was too good to be lost, and he attempted to cross the 
lines to interview the insurgent general. He was cap- 
tured and sentenced to be shot, but the influence of lead- 
ing Catholics on General Weyler’s staff, who learned 
the prisoner was nephew to an Italian cardinal, led to 
the sentence being temporarily suspended. For many 
months he has languished in prison, unconscious of the 
fate awaiting him, and totally unable to communicate 
with any one outside. When last heard of he was in 
a dangerous state with smallpox, the scourge of the pris- 
ons in Cuba, and nothing but the speedy action of Ital- 
ian military and state authorities could, it was thought, 
save his life. 
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DECISIONS BY THE CONTROLLER. 


Assistant Controller of the Treasury Bowers, has 
decided that fraudulent enlistment bars the enlisted man 
from receiving pay for services from the time of enlist- 
ment til) the discovery of the fraud. This conflicts with 
the decision of the Judge Advocate General of the Army, 
who has decided that though fraudulent enlistment is 
punishable by discharge and penalties prescribed by the 
Regulations, the soldier is entitled to pay for the time he 
remained in the service before the fraud was discovered. 

The Assistant Controller has also decided that al- 
lowances for clothing of enlisted men of the Navy must 
be at the rate of the price of clothing for each fiscal year 
of the man’s service, not at the price prevailing at the 
time of his discharge only. The decision is in accordance 
with the practice in the Army. Another of his decisions is 
that when a patentee has entered into an agreement with 
the United States in the form of a license to allow it to 
use patented improvements, paying therefor a stated roy- 
alty, and the patent is afterward assigned to a third 
party, the assignee is entitled to the royaities in ques- 
tion, The decision was made last week in the matter 
of the appeal of the American Ordnance Company from 
the decision of the Auditor for the Navy Department, 
disallowing the voucher of $1,375 of the Bureau of Sup- 
pice and Accounts for royalties from the use of the 

Jashiell patent breech mechanism in guns manufactured 
for the Government. In 1892 Assistant Naval Construc- 
tor Robert B. Dashiell gave license to the Navy Bureau 
of Ordnance to use his patented improvements on guns, 
in consideration of the payment to him of a royalty of 
$125 per gun. In March, 1896, Mr. Dashiell assigned ali 
his rights under his patent to the American Ordnance 
Company, which claimed the royalties accruing since that 
time. The Auditors for the Navy Department disallowed 
these claims of the Ordnance Company as conflicting with 
the provisions of section 3737, R. S., which forbids the 
transfer of contracts in which the United States is con- 
cerned. The Assistant Controller of the Treasury de- 
cided, however, that the assignment of the Dashiell pat- 
ents does not fall within the prohibitions cantomiplated by 
the statute, and that the assignee has nothing to do ex- 
cept to receive the royalties from time to time. No ser- 
vice is performed for the Government by the patentee, 
and consequently it is immaterial whether the legal title 
to the patent remains in the patentee or assignee. The 
claim was therefore allowed. 


GEN. SHAFTER AND HIS AIDS. 


The San Francisco “Wave” of July 17 publishes on 
its first page a fine likeness of Brig. Gen. William R. 
Shafter, U. S. A., and on another page the likeness of 
the General's aids, Lieut. Robt. H. Noble, 1st Inf., and 
Lieut. John D. Miley, 5th Art. In an article accompany- 
ing the illustrations, the “Wave” says: 

The recent retirement, at his own request, of Maj. 

Gen. James W. Forsyth was promptly followed by the 
assignment to the vacant command of the Military De- 
partment of California of Brig. Gen. William R. Shafter, 
whose portrait we present to our readers today. Gen. 
Shafter was born in Michigan and began his service as a 
soldier immediately after the outbreak of the Civil War 
as Ist Lieutenant in the 7th Michigan Volunteer Infan- 
try. From this regiment he was mustered out in Aug- 
ust, 1862, only to accept a commission as Major of the 
19th Michigan Infantry, in which regiment he was pro- 
moted to be Lieutenant Colonel in June, 1862. When the 
Government decided to organize for the Federal service 
the available material in the colored population, and good 
officers were in demand for the purpose of what was con- 
sidered by many to be a very dubious experiment, Gen. 
Shafter was chosen to command the 17th U. S. Colored 
Infantry, of which regiment he became Colonel in April, 
1864, retaining his command till he was honorably mus- 
tered out of the volunteer service in November, 1866. He 
had served with honor and distinction through the entire 
war, and at the close of the contest had achieved the 
brevets of Colonel in the regular service and Brigadier 
General of Volunteers “for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vices. 
_. When the regular Army was reorganized after the Civ- 
il War Gen. Shafter went into the regular establishment 
as Lieutenant Colonel of the 41st Infantry. In the sub- 
sequent consolidation of regiments he became Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of the 24th Infantry in April, 1869, with 
which regiment he continued to serve till he was pro- 
moted to Colonel of the 1st Infantry in March, 1879, 
and remained in command of that regiment till his re- 
ment promotion. In all the hard frontier service during 
the years of Indian hostilities which followed the close 
of the Civil War, Gen. Shafter sustained the reputation 
which he had acquired during that great contlict as a 
brave, active and able officer. Not a little of the splen- 
did reputation of the Ist United States Infantry is due 
to Gen. Shafter’s command of the regiment during eigh- 
teen gp of its history. He came to San Francisco 
with his regiment in 1886, and, with the exception of a 
few months’ absence at the time of the Pine Ridge Indian 
outbreak in 1 has remained here in charge of the 
posts at Angel Island and the Presidio. Gen. Shafter 
wears the medal of honor awarded by Congress “for most 
diptingniohed gallantry in the battle of Fair Oaks, Va., 
May 31, 1862,” where, though wounded early in the ac- 
tion, he remained on the field till the close of the engage- 
ment. 

In the choice of his personal staff officers Gen. Shafter 
has been both wise and fortunate. Lieut. Robert H. 
Noble, the senior Aide-de-Camp, was graduated from 
the Military Academy in 1880 and assigned to the Ist 
Infantry. He was promoted to be Ist Lieutenant in that 
regiment in 1891, and was Col. Shafter’s Regimental Ad- 
jutant at the time when the promotion of the Colonel 
made him Commanding General. The junior aide is 
Ist Lieut. John D. Miley, 5th Art., who was graduated 
from West Point in 1887, and came to San Francisco 
with his regiment in 1890. To him was assigned the re- 
sponsible duty of mounting most of the heavy ordnance 
recently placed in position for the defence of this port, 
and when his regiment was transferred to the East, 
Lieut. Miley was retained here to continue that duty. 
Both of Gen. Shafter’s aides are young officers, of the 
studious type, who apply themselves seriously to their 
proféssion, and, like their chief, both have had the ad- 
vantage of long service in the Department of California. 

The Army garrisons in the vicinity of San Francisco 
have always been a prominent element in the public life 
of our community, and their relations with the citizens 
and*the State troops have ever been most friendly and 
eordial. Under the command of Gen. Shafter, which, 





we trust, will continue until the law provides for his re- 
tirement, we may with confidence look for a continua- 
tion of this happy condition, 


FORT ETHAN ALLEN, VT. 


Troops C, E, and G, 3d Cavalry, which left the post 
the day after President McKinley’s reception, have re- 
turned, having had a most charming march through a 
beautiful country. The officers were Capts. Johnson and 
Ripley, Lieuts. Rivers, Adjt. Heard, Q. M.; Dade, Chit- 
ty, Williams, Dr. Snyder, with General Henry in com- 
mand. 

Passing by Shelbourne Farms, the home of Dr. Sew- 
ard Webb, striking Lake Champlain, on one side, and the 
mountains on the other, the tuird day’s march brought 
them to Proctor, the home of the Senator, and the region 
of his vast marble quarries. Here they were most hos- 
pitably entertained by the Senator and his son, Col. 
Proctor, dined and shown the quarries and work shops, 
and serenaded in the evening by the Proctor cornet band. 

Still continuing the march among the mountains, one 
eamp was madeat Hiilsville. ‘the oid house, at which they 
were given a reception, is 100 years old, and was one of 
the stage stations, on the road between Boston and Mon- 
treal. Lhe fifth day’s march brought them to Chester, 
the camp of the Vermont National Guard. On Friday ar- 
rangements were made for the reception of the Presi- 
dent. Gen. Henry, his Adjutant, Lieut. Rivers, the two 
standard-bearers, and Troop C, Capt. Johnson and Lieut. 
Dade, left camp at 1 p. m., marching to Chester station, 
three miles distant; there they met the President, es- 
corted him through the town and to camp. An immense 
crowd had gathered, and to control them the two com- 
panies of the 21st Infantry, Capts. Stone and Duncan, 
and two troops of cavalry, Capt. Ripley and Lieut. Chit- 
ty, had been formed into two lines facing each other, 
and separated by intervals, and extending from the en- 
trance to the reviewing stand. ‘Through this passage way 
the escort moved, leaving the President when he left his 
carriage, and remaining tacing the flank. ‘The review of 
the National Guard followed, when the President was 
again escorted between the lines (which had stood fast) 
to his car. The whole affair passed off very smoothly, 
and no hitch, confusion, crowding notwithstanding, a 
curious and interested crowd of some 25,000 were anx- 
ious to see the President. The presence of the regulars 
made the arrival and departure of the President a digni- 
fied, respectful and harmonious affair. : 

The return march, on a new road, was characterized 
by thesame beautiful scenery, passing by lakes filled with 
trout; a day at Pico, Senator Proctor’s trout lake; recep- 
tions at several places, serenaded at some, houses in 
towns and along the roads decorated with flags, and ev- 
erything possible being done to honor the regular troops 
passing through the country showed a loyalty of spirit 
and regard for the U. S. representatives which will make 
the march of the 3d Cavalry a memorable one in its 
monthly returns of “record of events.”

The English International Arbitration and Peace As- 
sociation expresses the profound regret with which it 
learned that the British Government contemplates a 
further advance of troops towards Omdurman, and urges 
upon Her Majesty’s advisers the desirability of entering 
into peaceful negotiations with the leaders of the native 





tribes with a view to the extension of legitimate trade 
and commerce, and the permanent pacification of the 
Soudan. 

A sensational story appeared in the columns of the 


Columbus (O.) “Press” a week or so ago regarding some 
emissaries of a new secret society of anarchists, located 
mainly in the South, who were said to have visited Col- 
umbus Bks.,and made themselves sociable with many sol- 
diers, presumably to win them over to sympathy with 
the doings of the new organization. Of this story the 
“Post-Herald” says: “There may be some little founda- 
tion for such talk but to us it seems to bear the ear- 
marks of a first-class fake. No one here seems to know 
anything about the presence of any such persons here at 
any time and we imagine that very few members of this 
regiment would be so disloyal to the oaths they took when 
they entered the Army as to listen to the balderdash of 
anarchists. We are here to obey the lawful orders of 
the Government we serve and we believe that outsiders 
who would come into this post for the purpose of per- 
suading soldiers to be disloyal to their colors would be 
promptly reported and fired out.” 








The £100 prize given by the late General Eyre, and 
shot for annually since 1868, has at last been won. The 
conditions are that it should be in the nature of a chal- 
lenge prize, and should not be paid out till a unit had, 
through its representatives, been successful either for 
two consecutive years, or for three separate years. The 
2d Battalion Royal West Surrey Regiment came out at 
the head of the list in 1869, and again in 1871, and at 
Bisley this year its representatives—Sergt. Ewer and 
Lance Corp. Farrow—were victorious. It is shot for by 
a “file’ of two men from each unit, and of late years 
disappearing targets have been used. The shooting in the 
second stage of the imperial prize resulted in the winning 
of the Challenge Cup and the first prize of £100 by Sergt. 
Whitehead, 3d V. B. South Staffordshire Regiment, with 
a score of 144. The contest for the Elcho Challenge 
Shield, between teams of eight representing England, 
Scotland and Ireland, was won by England with a score 
of 1,603, against 1,494 by Ireland and 1,484 by Scotland. 
In the Whitehead competition, a rapid-firing contest open 
to teams of four from Volunteer battalions, the Guernsey 
team came out first with an aggregate of 114 points. 


-— 
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The curiosities of promotion are illustrated by recent 
changes in the Army. The Army Register shows that 
on Jan. 1, 1897, only eight of the forty line Colonels held 
at the end of the war the rank of Colonel of Volunteers. 
Counting length of military service, the -eight ranked, 
first, Mizner; second, Carlton; third, Graham; fourtia, 
Pennington; fifth, Smith; sixth, Wade; seventh, Sumner, 
E. V.; eighth, Shafter. In 1866 Shafter passed into the 
regular service as Lieutenant Colonel, and Wade became 
Major, while the other six went back to Captain’s rank. 
A few weeks ago, Shafter, the junior of the eight, was 
promoted; then Mizner, Graham and Wade. Their pro- 
motion changes the list of the eight to, first, Carlton: sec- 
ond, Pennington; third, Smith; fourth, Sumner, BD. V. 
Then Anson Mills, whose highest rank during 
the war was that of Captain, was promoted. His pro- 
motion made Carpenter (who was a Colonel of Volun- 
teers) sixth on the list. Carlton is, by length of military 
service, the senior of the ten cavalry Colonels and senior 
to all the twenty-five infantry Colonels except Van Horn, 
who entered West Point on the same day, and whose 





rank during the war was that of Captain.

During the ceremony of depositing in Litchfield Cath- 
edral the old colors of the 64th Foot, Prince of Wales 
North Stafford Regiment, Dr. Lucock, the dean, read a 
letter from Gen. Lord Wolseley, who said: “In future 
it would be madness and a crime to order any man to 
earry colors into action. You might quite as well order him 
to be assassinated. The Germans carry the poles on 
which the colors used to be so that they attract no notice 
in action. We have had, most reluctantly, to abandon 
a practice to which we attached great importance, and 
which, under past and gone conditions of fighting, was 
invaluable in keeping alive the regimental spirit upon 
which our British troops depended so much.”

In a recent speech General Lord Roberts said: “When 
I first entered the Army, with the exception of a few 
scattered skirmishers, opposing lines had to approach to 
within some eighty yards of each other before they could 
open fire with any chance of hitting one another. There 
was then much to be urged in support of the theory that 
marksmanship was but a small matter in comparison 
with drill. The experience gained in the wars of re- 
cent years showed so clearly the fallacy of this theory 
that the value of good shooting has been more frankly 
acknowledged by us than perhaps by any other army.” 
Speaking of the recent attack in India by the tribesmen 
of the Tochi Valley on a political officer and his escort, 
which consisted of twelve sabers, two guns and 300 in- 
fantry, Lord Roberts said: “With the exception of six 
British officers the troops were all natives belonging to 
the Punjab Frontier force. Within the first few min 
utes of the attack three of these officers were killed, and 
the other three were so badly wounded that they were 
useless as leaders. The country was most difficult, and 
all to the advantage of the enemy, who knew every inch 
of the ground, which was nothing but a mass of rocky 
ridges. But our brave native soldiers, under the guid- 
ance of their native officers, were able to retire in per 
fect order for three whole miles, taking up position after 
position, and keeping the enemy at bay by their volley 
firing, until they reached a place where they determined 
to make a stand until reinforcements could arrive. The 
reinforcements consisted of two companies of the Ist 
Sikhs, under the command of Lieutenant H. de Brett, 
Royal Artillery, who prudently brought with them spare 
ammunition for guns and rifles. So great was their 
eagerness to reach their hard-pressed comrades that they 
covered a distance of nine miles in one and a half hours, 
although each man carried a rifle and seventy rounds of 
ammunition. You soldiers can appreciate what that 
means, under a burning sun and over rough, stony 
ground. The discipline and musketry training must have 
been perfect which enabled men to accomplish such a 
feat as the retirement without hurry or confusion, and, 
while carefully husbanding their ammunition, to fire vol- 
leys with such good effect that considerable numbers 
of the enemy were reported to have been killed. The 
escort itself had twenty-three killed and thirty wound 
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GENERAL SCHOFIELD CORRECTED. 


We observe that we are not alone in questioning Gen- 
eral Schofield’s suggestion in the “Century” for August 
that General Grant was responsible for President John- 
son’s suspension of Secretary Stanton. We have had 
occasion during the past year to make a close study of 
the history of General Grant, and the history of his 
period, and we can recall nothing that gives any color 
to such a suggestion. General Schofield says: “Early 
in August, 1867, in Richmond, Va., General Grant, in 
most emphatic terms, announced his intention to demand, 
on his return to Washington, that the President either 
remove Secretary Stanton or accept his (General Grant’s) 
resignation.” 

How is it possible to reconcile this statement with the 
fact that on the Ist of August Grant addressed to the 
President this letter, which appears in “Badeau’s Grant 
in Peace,” and elsewhere: 

“Headquarters Armies of the United States, 
“Washington, D. C., Aug. 1, 1867. 
“His Excellency A. Johnson, President of the United 
States. 

“Sir: I take the liberty of addressing you privately on 
the subject of the conversation we had this morning, 
feeling as I do the great danger to the welfare of the 
country should you carry out the designs then expressed. 

“First, on the subject of the displacement of the Secre- 
tary of War. His removal cannot be effected against hix 
will without the consent of the Senate. It is but a short 
time since the United States Senate was in session, and 
why not then have asked for his removal if it was de- 
sired? It certainly was the intention of the Legislative 
branch of Government to place Cabinet Ministers beyond 
the power of Executive removal, and it is pretty well 
understood that so far as Cabinet Ministers are affected 
by the Tenure-of-Office bill, it was intended specially to 
protect the Secretary of War, whom the country felt 
great confidence in. The meaning of the law may be ex- 
plained away by an astute lawyer, but common sense and 
the views of loyal people will give to it the effect in- 
tended by its framers. (Here follows a remonstrance 
against the removal of General Sheridan from the com- 
mand of the 5th Military District.) - 

“I would not have taken the liberty of addressing the 
Executive of the United States thus but for the conver- 
sation on the subject alluded to in this letter, and from 
a sense of duty, feeling that I know I am right in this 
matter. With great respect, your obedient servant, 

“U.S. Grant, General.” 

Stanton was suspended by an executive order dated 
Aug. 12, 1867. We are at a loss to understand what 
evidence General Schofield finds to show that Grant made 
such a complete change of front within ten days. The 
War Secretary was an exceedingly irritating and un- 
comfortable man, as many Officers still living can testify, 
among them the venerable General John Cochran, of the 
Volunteer service. Even General Grant, when at the 
height of his power, was made the victim of the over- 
bearing manner of the imperious Secretary, and, as we 
have before stated, wrote a letter of complaint to the 
President, but he tore it up and it was never sent. 

In his conversations with Mr. Young, during the jour- 
ney around the world, Grant distinctly states that he 
thinks Stanton was treated very unjustly in his quarrel 
with Johnson. “Stanton’s relations with Johnson,” he 
says, “the natural result of Johnson’s desire to change 
the politics of the Administration, and Stanton’s belief 
that such a change would be disastrous to the Union. Of 
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course, a man of Stanton’s temper, so believing, would 
be in a condition of passionate anger. He believed that 
Johnson was Jefferson Davis in another form, and he 
used his position in the Cabinet like a picket holding his 
position on the line; but if Johnson had desired to re- 
move Stanton he would have done so. The Constitu- 
tion is such that Johnson was right and Stanton was 
wrong; and this clinging to office by Stanton has injured 
him in the eyes of the country.” 

General Grant further says: “I should not have liked 
to have been in Johnson's place. Stanton required a 
man like Lincoln to manage him. I should not have 
liked to have had that responsibility. At the same time 
Stanton is one of the great men of the Republic. He 
was as much a martyr to the Union as Sedgwick or Mc- 
Pherson. I held him in great personal esteem, and his 
character in high honor. We never became very inti- 
mate; but looking back on our intercourse, I am gratified 
to think that every day that Stanton lived we grew bet- 
ter and better friends.”” The General concludes by say- 
ing that when he surprised Stanton by appointing him 
to the Bench of the Supreme Court, a few days before 
his death, his letter of acknowledgment “was beautiful 
and affectionate.” 

Badeau tells us that Lincoln gave Grant full liberty 
in all matters of strategy, and Stanton never interfered. 
Stanton, as well as the President, promised Grant an 
absolute support when he took command of the Army, 
“and he kept his word.” He left nothing undone to 
uphold the hands of the General-in-Chief. He never ex- 
pressed great admiration for Grant, nor pretended to 
any especial affection for him, but he was a staunch 
ally. He sent Grant “all the men and arms and supplies 
he required; he made all the assignments of troops and 
commanders that Grant requested; he never thwaried 
one of his plans or interrupted one of his movements. 
There were times when he probably did not concur with 
Grant, but he deliberately subordinated his own opin- 
ions to those of the soldier on all military points. Some- 
times when Grant was too far away to be easily reached 
Stanton, probably by Halleck’s advice, made dispositions 
or appointments that Grant did not approve, but if, sub- 
sequently, Grant wished these steps reversed, Stanton 
never objected. When Grant placed Sheridan in com- 
mand in the Valley, he did it knowing that his own 
confidence in that officer’s capacity was not shared by 
the Government, but neither Lincoln nor Stanton inter- 
fered, and all this, though Stanton was an imperious 
man, fond of power, used to authority, and never doubt- 
ing his own judgment. But he had made up his mind 
to intrust plenary authority to Grant, and he carried 
out his intention heartily and absolutely.” 

Badeau further tells us that Lincoln once consulted 
Grant as to the removal of Stanton, and was strongly 
advised by Grant not to make a change. “He declared 
that no one could be found better fitted for the position; 
that the ability, energy and patriotism of Stanton were 
undoubted, and, as for himself, he certainly desired no 
other superior.” The old, old dispute with the Secre- 
tary of War as to which was the ranking officer came 
up in Grant’s time, and the General was no doubt net- 
tled by Stanton’s bearing toward him; but not so much 
as were his personal friends. 

The relations between the two men were often 
strained, for Grant was very thin skinned, in spite of 
appearances to the contrary, and in his heart sorely re- 
sented Stanton’s rude assertion of superiority. “He did 
not opeply resent what he disliked, for Stanton never 
transcended his technical rights, though he sometimes 
approached the edge, but the recollection remained, and 
produced a permanent impression.”’ Throughout the con- 
test with the President, Grant and Stanton stood shoul- 
der fo shoulder, and any feeling of personal annoyance 
Grant may have had was forgotten in his loyal sup- 
port of the Secretary, with whose assertion of indepen- 
dence he was then at least in full accord. Grant pro- 
tested earnestly against the suspension of Stanton, not 
only in conversation with the President, but in his letter 
of Aug. 1, 1867, quoted above. 

The difficulties between the General commanding and 
the Secretary of War were not aggravated in the case 
of Grant by irascibility, as they were in the case of 
Sherman, or by excessive vanity, as in the case of Gen- 
eral Winfield Scott. General Erasmus D. Keyes, who 
was an aide-de-camp of General Scott, in his “Fifty 
Years’ Observation of Men and Events,” says: “There 
can be no doubt that the General was vain of many 
things, and especially so of his person. For that there 
was good reason, since I was often sickened by hearing 
persons of all degrees remind him of his stature and 
symmetry, but he was never offended. He referred to 
it himself on all occasions, and sometimes under strange 
circumstances, as in the following example, which I 
heard him relate several times: It was, I think, in the 
year 1830, the General was always minutely particular 
in naming the exact date of every event he described, 
when traveling in the northern part of Ohio, he stopped 
at a country store where they sold liquor by the glass. 
He had on a common traveling cap and a plain over- 
coat that concealed his buttons. The landlord having 
stepped out, he went behind the counter, upon which 
the glasses stood, to a desk, and was busy writing a 
note, when a farmer came in and called out: ‘Give me a 
glass of rum toddy.’ The General straightened up, and 
turning full upen the man, he exclaimed: ‘Did you ever 
know a man six feet four and a quarter inches tall to 
sell rum toddy?’ 

“He told me that when he received his first commission 
in the Army, which was that of Captain, he immediately 
ordered a new suit of uniform—sword, sash, cap—every- 
thing complete, and had it carried into the largest room 
of the house, in the diagonal corners of which he placed 
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two looking glasses. Then he cleared away all the fur- 
niture, let in as much light as possible, put on his new 
uniform and strutted back and forth between the mir- 
rors for two hours. ‘But,’ said he, ‘if any man had seen 
me, I should have proceeded at once to put him to 
death.’ ”

Work is expected to be conpleted about the Ist of 
December on the new buildings which are being erected 
by the Quartermaster’s Department at Fort Yellowstone. 
They are one barracks, two double sets of officers’ quar- 
ters, a cavalry stable, and two sets of non-commissioned 
officers’ quarters, and will replace the old barracks and 
quarters situated half a mile from the new site.

Consequent upon the retirement on Sept. 11 of Adju- 
tant General George D. Ruggles, a number of changes 
of station will occur in the Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment. It is universally conceded that the President will 
appoint to succeed Adjutant General Ruggles, Colonel 
Samuel Breck, the ranking officer of the Department, 
who has for some time been stationed at Army Head- 
quarters, Washington, and is now Acting Adjutant 
General in the absence of General Ruggles, who is on 
leave. It is generally understood that upon the appoint- 
ment of Colonel Breck as Adjutant General, Colonel H. 
C. Corbin, now stationed at Governors Island, N. Y., 
will be transferred to duty at Washington. Colonel Mer- 
ritt Barber, at present Adjutant General of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, will then, it is expected, be or- 
dered to Governors Island, the vacancy at Chicago oc- 
casioned by his transfer being filled by Colonel M. V. 
Sheridan, now Adjutant General of the Department of 
Dakota. Lieutenant Colonel Theodore Schwan, now 
Adjutant General of the Department of the Platte, it is 
understood, will succeed Colonel Sheridan, at St. Paul. 
It is considered definitely settled that Colonel Corbin 
will be appointed to succeed Colonel Breck as Adjutant 
General on the latter’s retirement Feb, 25, 1898.

The editor of the “Daily Reporter,” Salt Lake City, 
Utah, must have been over to the fort and picked up 
some exclusive information, for he tells us in his issue 
of Aug. 6, 1897, that Gen. Schofield, commanding officer 
of the Army, retires from active duty on the 29th of Sep- 
tember on account of age. The “Reporter” further in- 
forms us that “preparations are at the present moment 
being made in the War Department and throughout the 
Army, to commemorate the event of the General's leave- 
taking that will mark an epoch in the social history of 
our military establishment. The tokens of esteem which 
he will receive on the occasion of his retirement will be 
more than have ever been presented to any officer of 
high rank for many years. He will receive among them 
a very beautiful gold watch and a diamond-hilted sword.” 
In this last statement we probably have the explanation 
of the anxiety of the Lieutenant General to retire for 
a second time. Most officers are so indisposed to retire 
even once that it would require more than a gold watch 
and a diamond-hilted sword to persuade them to do so, 
if the law did not compel. In view of the information 
that comes by way of Salt Lake it would be well for the 
War Department to amend the record which says of 
Lieut. Gen. Schofield that he retired Sept. 29, 1895, “by 
operation of law.” 











Commenting on the naval display at the Jubilee cele- 
bration in England, M. Jean de la Poulaine says in “La 
Marine Francaise”: The foreigners and strangers who 
visited a few ships ut Spithead only saw the finest types, 
just as they only saw in London the very flower of the 
English and colonial troops. The utmost care was taken 
not to expose weak points. For instance, it was not pro- 
claimed from the housetops that in order to man the fleet 
ut Spithead the kingdom was ransacked for men, and a 
crowd of officers employed from half pay. The world 
was not told that the big ships, and the big guns in their 
turrets, were as fragile as the mechanism of a watch, 
nor that a rifle bullet could go clean through any of the 
famous “destroyers.” The English Army, he says, 
makes a tolerably good appearance at a review, but con- 
tains elements of weakness which exist in no other Bu- 
ropean army. ‘Those who only saw the troops in the 
streets of London would not imagine that the efficiency 
of the Army is seriously impaired by the disease which 
is eating into it, and which, propagating itself in the 
blood of the race, is more destructive to it than war 
itself. He cites the Army medical reports that the rav- 
ages of the disease to which he refers amounted among 
the English troops in India to the frightful figure of 44 
per cent., and all this because ‘he English will not see 
things as they really are. In tie case of the military 
and naval forces serving at home, these figures do indeed 
fall to 21 per cent., but even these are enormously greater 
than the corresponding figures for other armies, which 
for France and Russia are 4% per cent., and for Ger- 
many little in excess of 3 per cent. Nor should England 
forget that she has enemies everywhere, in Europe as 
well as in Asia and Africa, and that even now are heard 
in India the mutterings of the storm which will one day 
burst upon her. M, de la Poulaine writes as a friend, 
but fears the English will not like the disagreeable 
truths which in this and fermer articles he has been 
obliged to tell them. 
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HOPE FOR THE NAVY. 
HOW THE LINE AND STAFF QUESTION IS TO BE SETTLED. 

An important and radical scheme for harmonizing the 
differences existing between the line and staff corps of 
the Navy is receiving careful consideration from Acting 
Secretary Roosevelt. This scheme contemplates noth- 
ing less than the ultimate dissolution of the Engineer 
Corps as it exists to-day and the education of officers in 
the future in such a way as to enable them to perform 
equally well the duties of a navigator and those of an 
engineer. All officers on board ship with the exception 
perhaps of Surgeons and Paymasters will be given posi- 
tive rank and with this bone of contention buried the 
advocates of the scheme believe that it will be adopted 
by Congress. 

Since Secretary Long entered upon his present duty, 
he has been giving careful consideration to the personnel 
question and his course in this matter has been ably 
seconded by Assistant Secretary Roosevelt. It is known 
that Mr. Long will make a recommendation on the sub- 
ject to Congress in his annual report and there has con- 
sequently been a great deal of gossip as to the character 
of the remarks he would make. The matter was under 
consideration when a communication was received by 
Mr. Long from Prof. Ira N. ‘Hollis, suggesting a proposi- 
tion for the reorganization of the service which Mr. 
Long considered embodied some excellent ideas. This 
communication was referred to Mr. Roosevelt with in- 
structions to obtain thereon the views of the more promi- 
nent officers of the service. Mr. Roosevelt has heard 
from Capt. R. D. Evans, Capt. P. H. Cooper and Comdr. 
F. E. Chadwick on the subject.

the service, has talked the matter over with the Acting 
Secretary. From the views which have been expressed, 
the officials are satisfied that there is merit in the scheme.

Engineers favor it to a considerable extent. It is recog- 
nized by the authorities that no matter what scheme is 
prepared, there will always be opposition to its adoption. 
Appreciating this fact, they have determined to obtain the 
views of as many representative officers as possible and 
if they are favorable to Mr. Hollis’s proposition then 
there is reason to believe that it will be incorporated by 
Secretary Long in his annual report. 

So far as the scheme itself is concerned, it appears from 
the information available that the existing conditions 
will not be changed. ‘The officers at present in the En- 
gineer Corps, with the possible exception of those who 
have just entered that branch of the service, will re- 
main as Engineers. The same is true of those who are 
now line officers. But it is proposed to change the course 
of study at the Naval Academy so as to give every cadet 
a thorough and practical knowledge of steam engineering, 
a knowledge which will be equal to that which is now im- 
parted to the Engineer cadets. There will be no line 
or engineering branch. Upon graduation the men will 
be assigned to duty as Ensigns. They may be available 
for duty as deck officers or they may be assigned below 
at the engines. There is to be a corps of Chief Engineers 
the members of which are to enjoy positive rank. 

It is understood that Capts. Evans and Cooper and 
Comdr, Chadwick are opposed to Mr. Hollis’s proposition. 
Engineer-in-Chief Melville’s position is not so clearly de- 
fined, as neither he nor any one who is acquainted with 
his views will discuss the matter. It is generally be- 
lieved, however, that in the main the Engineer-in-Chief 
favors the scheme. The younger line officers also as a 
rule favor the proposition. 

The board of visitors of the New York Naval Academy 
in its fortheoming report will make a recommendation 
much in line with the Hollis proposition. It will urge 
that study in steam engineering be continued through 
the entire Naval Academy course and that there be no 
separation of cadets into line and engineer classes after 
the third year. Mr. Hollis and Representative Wilson, 
who is a member of the House Naval Committee and a 
member of the board, had a conference in Washington a 
few days since in regard to this feature of the report, 
and while Mr. Wilson indorses Mr. Hbollis’s scheme, 
his influence will hereafter have little effect upon Con- 
gress as he has determined to resign his seat in the House 
and accept an appointment as Brooklyn Postmaster.

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PROGRESS OF OUR FORTIFICATIONS. 


H. V. Boynton, a well-known Washington correspon- 
dent, contributes an article to the “Sun,” showing the 
effective progress made on our new fortifications, con- 
cerning which he says: 

“The country may well feel immense satisfaction at the 
condition and progress of this vital work. The fact that 
it has reached a stage where the public of every class 1s 
rigidly excluded at all points where it is in progress is 
one whose significance will not be overlooked, and will 
be especially noted by foreign nations, whose officers, 
up to a recent period, have been almost as free to inspect 
the works in progress as our officers who were engaged 
in the construction. The order issued in this case at 
the instance of General Wilson, Chief of Engineers, is 
of the most radical character. The Secretary of War, 
recognizing its importance, in promulgating it directed 
the Commanding Generals of departments to*see that 
hereafter permission to visit the works in question on 
coast or lakes should only be given for proper military 
reasons. 

“Behind the impenetrable screens thus drawn the most 
important material work that the nation has in hand is 
rapidly and vigorously progressing. 

“This great work is in various stages of commendable 
progress at Portland, Portsmouth, Boston, Newport, the 
eastern entrance to Long Island Sound, the immediate 
entrances by the Sound to New York, the southern en- 
trances to that city from the sea, Delaware Bay, Balti- 
more, the Potomac River, Hampton Roads, Wilmington, 
N. C.; Charleston, Savannah, Key West, Pensacola, Mo- 
bile, New Orleans, Galveston, San Diego, Cal.; San 
Francisco, the mouth of the Columbia River, and Puget 
Sound, At every one of these points, the comprehensive 
plan, deemed ample by our most skilled engineers for 
successful defense, is being pushed forward as fast as 
the somewhat limited appropriations will allow. Con- 
sidering the condition of the Treasury, Congress has 
been fairly liberal. The total has been distributed 
among these various points with proper regard to their 
relative importance, and in a manner to secure marked 
advance at every point. 

“The splendid gun factory at the Navy Yard—the most 
complete in the character of its machinery in the world— 
has been a daily object lesson for our legislators. Lib- 
eral days, in other words, days of wisdom, on this essen- 
tially national question are believed to be at hand in 
Congress. The general project is also understood, and, 
what is most important, the execution is in the hands of 
a corps which has the full confidence of Congress. Added 
to this general reliance upon its ability and integrity is 
the long and intimate acquaintance of Congressmen with 
General Wilson, the present Chief of Engineers, in va- 
rious high positions of public trust. It is perfectly un- 
derstood that the Engineer Corps, as a body, is not ex- 
celled by the corresponding body of any foreign nation. 

“It is expected by those keeping note of the progress 
of departmental work that the next step will be to ex- 
clude from the annual reports, both of the Army and 
the Navy, every species of information which in time of 
war could not be communicated to an enemy. Under 
present methods these interesting volumes, which tes- 
tify so fully to the splendid results attained by engineers, 
ordnance officers, and naval constructors, are, at the 
same time, crowded with information which, in time of 
war, could not be given to an enemy without incurring 
the death penalty. 

“This, when our guns have been developed by methods 
quite our own, until they are the best to be found, when 
our armor his reached a greater degree of resisting 
power than has been elsewhere attained, and our projec- 
tiles at the same time possess the maximum power of 
penetration, is not as it should be.”

So far as the United States is concerned, the war 


clouds have entirely disappeared. Secretary Sherman 
has forwarded a reply to the Japanese note of July 10 
disputing the right of the United States to the 
island and that communication is so courteous that it 
has been received with a great appearance of good humor 
and satisfaction by the Japanese. The Seeretary’s note 
is in the nature of a brief which clearly proves the 
right of this Government to the possession of the Haw- 
aiian Islands. Mr. Sherman refers to the arbitration of 
thependingimmigration controversy existing between the 
Hawaiian and Japanese Governments, and expresses the 
hope that that peaceful system will dispose of the ques- 
tion to the satisfaction of both parties. Minister Wood- 
ford’s presentation at the Spanish court will be delayed, 
and, consequently, he will not make any representations 
on the Cuban question for some time to come. As was 
stated in the “Journal” last week, the instructions given 
him only contemplate the offering of the good offices of 
the United States. The answer of Spain will determine 
any further steps which the administration may take. 
Great Britain is the only country in the world which 
seems to be having trouble at this time. Her Indian 
Army is engaged in work, and the situation in her Asi- 
atic possession seems to be very serious. France and 
Siam are having a dispute, but it is believed that it will 
be peacefully adjusted, although reports of conflicts be- 
tween Siamese and French troops on th Mekong are 
being received.

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MILITARY CYCLING. 


The “Italia Militare e Marina” gives an account of a 
cycling excursion recently got up by the 39th Infantry 
Regiment. The journey was from Milan to Florence, and 
back through Bologna, a total distance of 900 kilometres, 
the machine being a quadricycle ridden by four athletic 
infantrymen and steered by a non-commissioned officer 
named Roversi, already famous for a long-distance ride 
from Milan to Naples. Roversi states that he greatly 
prefers the four-wheeled machine to the bicycle for long 
journeys, its principal advantages as compared with the 
latter being the ease with which the men can always 
converse, the high speed which can be maintained for a 
long time with relatively little exertion, and freedom 
from that anxiety which besets the rider of the more 
delicate bicycle that some accident will happen to his 
machine. ‘lhe quadricycle weighs 40 kilos, covers ten 
metres at each stroke of the pedals, and attains a speed, 
says our contemporary, of over 55 kilometres an hour. 

The “Militiir-Wochenblatt” has recently published a 
long article upon the importance of military cycling. 
Much of the objection to the machine arises from the 
fact that unreasonably high hopes were formed, and have 
not been gratified. The “Wochenblatt” demands better 
instruction and equipment, and points out the steps that 
have been taken by Austria and Italy and more especial- 
ly by France. Up to the present time the instruction 
has been given by battalion, and by a single officer, the 
number of men to be trained being decid by the chief. 
Some were found who underst their machines well, 
and these weretrained in map-reading and revolver-firing, 
and were employed on outpost service, while in the Ba- 
varian army, and in certain other corps, sections of from 
thirty to sixty men have been formed for the maneuvers. 
The cycles employed are heavy, and provided with cush- 
ion tires, but now military opinion holds that the pneu- 
matic tire is suitable for military work. The “Wochen- 
blatt” pleads for uniformity, and proposes that men be 
select for physical and other qualities, and the offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers be taken from those 
nominated for the gymnastic schools, and others who un- 
derstood the machine. Daily practice would habituate 
the men to riding long distances at any intervals and gen- 
erally to handle their machines well. While this was _ 
ing forward, map-reading, study of the terrain, and the 
construction of cycles would be taught, all in a practical 
manner,

JAPAN’S AMBITION. 


From a letter by Rear Admiral Geo. A. Belknap, ad- 
dressed to the Cambridge (Mass.) Tribune. 

Said an Englishman in London to Commander Emory, 
Rear Admiral Joseph N. Miller’s Chief of Staff, on the 
occasion of the Queen's Jubilee: ‘What preparations are 
you making for war in your country?” “None whatever,” 
replied Emory. ‘‘But do you not know that the Japanese 
are getting ready for war in the most energetic way? 
If you do not, we do, and we believe the United States 
to be the object of their preparation.” 

In my judgment, such warning utterance, which also 
comes to us from other sources, is so close to fact that it 
ought to be watchfully heeded. We know that Japan 
has made a vigorous protest against our proposed action 
as regards Hawaii; and why? Because she fears that 
her subjects will lose some of the rights they now possess 
in’ Hawaii? No! the downright bedrock reason is, that 
Japan, in her colonial desire, wishes to gather these gem- 
like possessions in the North Pacific under the folds of 
her own tlag. Great nations do not protest against the 
actions of other great peoples except under the stress of 
great heat and defeated purpose, and, in our dealings 
with Japan, such fact should be studiously kept in mind. 

Japan is ambitious; her statesmen are second to none 
in tact, ability and far-sighted diplomacy. She wishes 
to become a colonial as well as a naval and mercantile 
power of weight and influence in the world’s great af- 
fairs. Hngland is her model as to colonial expansion and 
commercial methods. Japan has already possessed her- 
self of Formosa in the China Sea, an island rich in min- 
eral wealth, forest resources, agricultural promise and 
commercial possibilities. That she has an eye to the ac- 
quisition of the Philippine and Caroline Islands, now 
under the sovereignty of Spain, the secret pages of her 
archives would doubtless disclose. And, in view of her 
rapidly increasing population, the limited area of her 
territory, and the not inconsiderable extent of barren 
lands of her island empire, the wish of Japan for colo- 
nial expansion is both natural and laudable. 

The British Isles have an area of 121,115 square 
miles, with a population, in round numbers, of 3,U0U,- 
000. The island empire of Japan, exclusive of Formosa, 
comprises an area of 147,669 square miles, with a pop- 
ulation of 41,000,000. Now bear these figures in mind 
when you consider the streams of human life that have 
tlowed forth from the British Isles to occupy, civilize and 
populate the uttermost parts of the earth, and we may 
not wonder that Japan seeks to find place and habitation 
for her increasing population and the extension of her 
racial influence. She is already obliged to import rice 
from Corea and Siam to furnish suthcient food supply 
for her people, and the desire to found colonies for the 
homing of her surplus population and the extension of 
her markets thereby, grows stronger as the years roll on. 

People who have personal acquaintance with the Haw- 
aiian Islands or knowledge of their history during the 
yast fifty years, know that the native population is fast 
ying out; so fast, indeed, that another generation will 
see the aboriginal race practically extinct. Now Japa- 
nese statesmen, astute, watchful and far-sighted as they 
are, are thoroughly cognizant of such facts. They know, 
too, that another race must occupy and rule that splen- 
did possession in place of the race fast fading away. 
Now is it far-fetched or unfriendly to assume that in 
their contemplation of such conditions, those ambitious 
men, eager for the aggrandizement of their country, have 
usked themselves in persistent questioning, “‘Why may 
not our people and our flag acquire ouher there?” And 
when the emperor and his ministry were permitting thou- 
sands of their countrymen to go to the islands as labor- 
ers, accompanied by mercantile and professional classes 
to care for them, is it at all ungenerous to think that the 
suggestion of their people finally supplanting the native 
race in sovereignty often entered their minds and con- 
trolled their actions? From my knowledge of Japan 
since 1857 and personal acquaintance with some of her 
ablest statesmen, soldiers and sailors, I think not. 

One morning in 1890, when I was lying in the harbor 
of Nagasaki in my flagship Omaha, a Japanese man-of- 
war steamed into port at dashing speed. The moment 
she dropped anchor, her captain hurried on board to 
see me. After the usual salutations of visit had been 
passed, he said, “Do you know where the Russian Ad- 
miral has gone with his ships?” “No,” I replied, “but 
I suppose he has gone to Vladivostok.” “We think 
not,” responded the Captain, “we fear he has gone to 
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Corea to seize Broughton Bay, and plant the Russian 
flag there; and we cannot permit it. I am ordered to 
follow the Admiral and find out where he has really 
gone and make a report to my Government. We are 
the England of the Pacific, and we will not allow Russia 
in Corea.” He then made his adieus, and a few minutes 
later, his ship was proceeding to sea under full head of 
steam. 

Such incidents give vivid illustration of the new found 
aims and ambitions of Japan and of her imperial policy 
in the Orient. And when in 1893 Japan threw down the 
gauntlet of war to colossal China, her nerve and pluck 
had further illumination. To people who did not know 
Japan and the Japanese, such an act seemed suicidal. 
But to those who knew Japan and her aims—her thor- 
ough preparation, martial confidence and the intrepid 
spirit of her men of land and sea, the issue never seemed 
doubtful. What Japan accomplished in her contest with 
China was no surprise to observant men of the Navy. 
It made a seven days’ wonder to our people, our poli- 
ticians and legislators, and then passed out of memory, 
but to the officers of Navy with their opportunities 
for observation in the far East, the lesson, though pro- 
found and instructive, was discounted at the beginning, 
as it is heedingly remembered. 

Our officers of the Army and Navy are educated and 
trained to the art of war; it is their business and en- 
deavor to keep themselves thoroughly informed as to 
military and naval progress among the nations in order 
to carry out faithfully the trust imposed upon them, and 
to suggest and prepare the means of resisting and com- 
bating the ever varying conditions of attack and defense 
_ which this restiess and inventive age confronts 
them. 

Unfortunately, as I must think, from niy standpoint 
of experience and observation, the opinions of the two 
great arms of the national defense are but too often ig- 
nored. 

Our citizens acknowledge and respect the decisions of 
our courts of law, without question, as they should do; 
but when it comes to the pronouncements of men of the 
Army and Navy, who are commissioned with the un- 
derstanding that they know their duties and proper 
spheres of action and responsibilities, their opinions and 
advice are but too often ignored. ‘The chances are, in- 
deed, that as to the water defense of a great commercial 
center like Chicago, for instance, the opinions of an of- 
ticer of the Engimeer Corps of the Army would have 
but little weight as against the theories of a volatile 
Congressman, seeking votes and patronage instead of the 
gs of the city and the conservation of the national 

onor. 

The flippant disregard of common political sense and 
the warnings of naval and military men, little more than 
a generation ago, cost this nation in the tribulation and 
destruction of civil war, some seven thousand million of 
dollars, hundreds of thousands of lives and a pension list 
of one hundred and fifty million dollars a yeur, and the 
end is not yet. 

But this lesson, so forceful and tragic, is already for- 
gotten in the struggle for political supremacy and profit. 
‘The average politician, indeed, has an idea that no ad- 
vance has been made in the means and appliances of 
war since 1861. 

In such idea and belief, he proclaims himself to be the 
veriest dolt in the universe. ‘he politicians and men of 
affairs of Japan do not take such vapid, such suicidal 
views of matters of international concern, whether as 
regards peace or war. 

t is told of Von Moltke that immediately after the 
declaration of war by France against Germany in 1870, 
he was found reading a novel with the nonchalant air of 
a lounger while all about him were thrilling with excite- 
ment. When some one expressed surprise at such seem- 
ing indifference, he said: ‘“{he great work of preparation 
has now ceased; we have to see the result of our lab- 
ors.” He knew that Germany was fully prepared to 
meet the shock of war in so far as human foresight could 
determine, and he confidently awaited the outcome. In 
like spirit and with like confidence, Japan defied China 
in the arbitrament of arms, and to-day such spirit in- 
spires her councils, and strengthens her resolve in all 
matters pertaining to her interests and aspirations, 
whether civic, naval or military. She knows, too, as a 
close and searching student of history, that since our ex- 
istence as a nation, we have never been prepared for 
war at its outbreak, a fact of which she takes due heed 
in aj] its import. 

The statesmen of Japan, I repeat, are able and accom- 
plished, long headed and tenacious. What they aim to 
do they will not give up except under circumstances of 
great stress. Never underrate your enemy, is a wise 
maxim of war. ‘To underrate Japan as a military and 
naval power, would be the height of unwisdom. 

But there should be no occasion for the United States 
and Japan to clash in any direction. Independently of 
other notable reasons for close friendship, we are Japan's 
best customer. If my memory is not at fault, our im- 
port of her products amounts to as much as she sells in 
the aggregate to England, France and Germany. But it 
is a regretable fact that she does not reciprocate our 
trade as one would suppose she would be glad todo. On 
the contrary, the money she receives from our people she 
largely spends in Europe. Let us hope that our trade re- 
lations will be more evenly balanced in the near future, 
and that a will quickly resume her old cordial at- 
titude towards us. But whatever happens, our interests 
demand that no other flag than our own shall float in 
sovereignty over that group of islands in the North Pa- 
cific, destined to become the most important commer- 
cial center in that great ocean. Manifest destiny points 
the way, and we have gone too far to retreat, either 
with grace or honor. If this be jingoism, then let it 
stand forever!

A sudden and 
unexpected attack will often cause the best of troops t 
seek cover until a counter stroke can be organized; but 
the first impulse of a Goorkha under such circumstances 
is to get at the aggressor, to come to close quarters fo 
choice, or at least to reach his enemy with a bullet. | 
is noticeable, too, that the staunch qualities of Goork 
has have never been more conspicuous than in the hou 
of disaster. In the unfortunate Afghan war of 183% 
the town of Ghazni, then occupied by a Goorkha regi 
ment, was beset by a very superior force of Afghans, and 
the garrison being reduced to great straits, the office 
determined to capitulate. One only of the latter (b 
was a boy named John Nicholson) protested against thi 
disgraceful measure, until at last he was constrained 
with tears in his eyes to surrender his sword. But th 
Goorkha soldiery entirely refused to comply, and thoug) 
deserted by their officers, preferred the forlorn hope of 
cutting their way through the ranks of their enemies t 
the dishonor of surrender.—Admiralty and Horse Guard 
Gazette. 
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CRACK SHOOTING IN ACTION. 


Many people assert that crack shots are not of th 
slightest value in war, because they find men on 
move very different to hit compared with targets. Thi 
may or may not be, but there are many instances i 
which a crack shot, by his infallible aim, has b 
known to save the lives of his fellow-countrymen. 

A remarkable case occurred during the Indian Mu 
tiny at the siege of Lucknow. The rebels were e 
deavoring to mount two 18-pounders which they hai 
hauled up on to the flat roof of one of the palaces sur 
rounding the Residency. If these guns were mounted 
they would enable the Sepoys to pour down a hear, 
fire into the English defenders of the Residency. Ser 
geant Halliwell was the man for the occasion. He be 
longed to the 32d Foot, and was a crack shot. Being 
given the best rifle that could be found, he was told 
prevent the enemy from mounting the guns. With the 
pluck and steadiness of a brave man, he took up bi 
position behind some battered-down masonry that had 
been destroyed by the Sepoys’ fire, and behind whic 
there was only cover enough for him to lie at ful 
length. He remained in that position for several days 
not being able to stand up or kneel, for if he had dow 
so instant death would have been his reward. His onl 
change was to roll over from his back to his stomach 
His eyes were ever on the dismounted guns, and whe! 
the Sepoys attempted to mount them his unerring rif: 
played havoc among the men. Food was brought to hi 
at night by men crawling on their hands and knees 
After some time a sortie was made, the Sepoys repulsed 
and the palace blown up. For this piece of heroist 
Sergeant Halliwell received the Victoria Cross. AD 
other striking instance was that performed by Hercul 
Ross, who was at one time the crack shot of India 
during the same mutiny. A large body of rebels wa 
expected to cross the River Gongra at a certain for 
and it was necessary that they should be kept at ba} 
until the women and wounded could be moved from 
station close by. Ross had a pit dug on the bank of th 
river commanding the ford. Here he planted _himse 
with four attendants to load his dozen rifles for him 
The enemy arrived, and prepared to cross the swol 
ford in a large boat. Ross, with unerring aim, sb 
down the rowers as the boat put out. Again and ag 
did a fresh set of rowers man the boat, but at each out 
set the men suffered the same fate as their comrades. 

After three hours of this work some English troo 
arrived, bringing with them three guns, and the Sepoys 
baffled, retired. 

These are but two instances, but they are enoug! 
to illustrate the utility of the crack shot when necessit 
presses.—Colonial Military Gazette.

The ist Regt. Heavy Artillery of Boston, Col. Chas, 
Pfaff, concluded a highly successful tour of duty at Fort 
Warren on Aug. 14. Here a schedule of drills arranged 
by 1st Lieut. EB. M. Weaver, 2d U. 8. Art., under the di- 
rection of Lieut. Col. Carle A. Woodruff, U. 8. A., com- 
mandant of the fort, were faithfully carried out and in 
the most intelligent manner. These drills embraced in- 
struction at 8, 10 and 15-inch guns, including description 
of piece, carriage, ammunition, ete., position drill, service 
of piece, drill in cordage, mechanical maneuvers, includ- 
ing the dismounting a 10-inch gun by means of block 
and remounting it, both by blocks, and the means of the 
gin.

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PENNSYLVANIA, 

The annual rifle and carbine competitions for 1897 of 
the Pennsylvania National Guard will be held upon the 
State Range at Mount Gretna, Pa., during the week 
beginning Aug. 30, under the direction of the General 
Inspector of Rifle Practice. There will be the regimental 
match for teams of four men, distance 200, 500 and 600 
yards, seven shots per man at each distance; skirmish 
match teams of five men, distance five halts in advancing 
from 600 to 200 yards, and five halts in retreating from 
200 to 600 yards, twenty shots per man; brigade match 
teams of twelve men, distance 200, 500 and 600 yards, 
seven shots per man at each distance; cavalry match 
teams of four men and one man for reserve; inspector 
of rifle practice match, open to all regularly commis- 
sioned regimental inspectors of rifle practice or brigade 
ordnance officers or acting regimental inspectors of rifle 
practice, distance 200, 500 and 600 yards, seven shots at 
each distance, with skirmish run, the conditions for 
which shall be the same as the skirmish match for reg- 
imental teams; revolver match, open to all commissioned 
officers of the National Guard of Pennsylvania or State 
Naval Militia, distance 25, 50 and 75 yards, six shots at 
each distance; all comers’ rifle match, open to any of- 
fier or enlisted man in the National Guard of Pennsy]- 
vania or State Naval Militia, distance 200 and 500 yards, 
ten shots at each distance. 

“There are rumors,” says the Philadelphia “Inquirer” 
of Aug. 15, “that the reprimand administered by the Ad- 
jutant General, through the Associated Press, early in 
the past week, to officers who were reported as having 
warned their commands to be in readiness to report for 
active duty, was aimed principally at a Colonel in the 
1st Brigade and a Colonel in the 2d Brigade.

Two or three vessels of the cruiser type 
would take care of the brigade handily, as three-quarters 
of their regular crews would be sent aboard the receiving 
ship for the time being. If copies of the quarter bills 
of the ships be furnished in advance, the men could be 
assigned and drill in the duties of many of their stations 
prior to their tour.

He was 
put in the hospital, and in seven days he was discharged 
from the hospital. Another man was shot through the 
thigh, and it came out on the inner side of the leg, tra- 
versing the femur all the way down. The man wanted 
to remain on his horse and continue fighting, and I slit 
up his pants and put a piece of plaster on the wound 
above and below, and in ten minutes he was engaged in 
a machete charge. If that had been an ordinary ball 
his leg would have been amputated.”
